DRAFT BRITISH TRANSPORT COMMISSION (PASSENGER) 
CHARGES SCHEME, 1953 

STATEMENT EXPLANATORY OF EXHIBITS BTC. 401 to 403 



I. Commission as a Whole 

1. Exhibit BTC 401 sets out the financial results of the Commission for the year 1951 and gives 
forecasts for “ Y ” year, both before and after making allowance for the increases proposed under 
the Draft Scheme. 

2. At the moment, for the purpose of these forecasts it can only be assumed that (a) there will 
be no change in wage rates or in average price levels after the end of 1952, and (b) there will be no 
change in the economic background against which the Commission’s operations are carried on, such 
as might affect the level of traffics offering. 

3. The bases of the estimates of the passenger traffics covered by the Draft Scheme are explained 
in Statements BTC. 5 and 6. The remaining estimates of gross receipts are based largely on current 
levels and trends and include the effect of increases in railway freight and dock charges made on 1st 
December, 1952, and increases which may be justified in the charges of other activities in order to 
recoup recent increases in wage rates and price levels. 

4. The estimates also reflect such changes in the level of operations and in the various factors 
which go to make up the efficiency of the undertaking as it has been possible to foresee at the present 
time. 

5. The estimate for Interest on British Transport Stock includes the effect of the issue of further 
Stock in 1951 and 1952. 

6. The forecasts disregard changes which may occur in the organisation and scope of the Com- 
mission’s undertaking as a result of the Transport Bill now before Parliament. In particular, no provision 
has been made for revenue losses likely to be incurred during the period of disintegration of the Road 
Haulage undertaking, in excess of the £lm. for which provision is made in the Bill, or for the effect 
on railway operations of increased road competition. 

7. Taking into account the level of fares proposed under the Draft Scheme, and taking into account 
the increases in charges which have been made or will be made elsewhere, the net result for “ Y ” year 
would be to provide a small balance of £2m., which could be dissipated entirely or turned into a deficit 
by any adverse move of circumstances. No specific provision is made for the enhanced cost of replacing 
existing assets at higher price levels, for General Reserve, or for liquidation of deficiencies of nearly 
£40m. incurred in the years 1948, 1949 and 1950. 



W. London Transport Services 

8. Exhibit BTC. 402 summarises the changes in the financial position of London Transport services 
compared with the results expected from the 1952 Scheme as authorised by the Tribunal. The estimates 
in support of the 1952 Scheme were first summarised on Exhibit BTC. 106 in the 1952 Enquiry and, 
so far as expenses were concerned, were made by adjusting the known figures for 1950 for expected 
changes. The results shown on this Exhibit were subsequently amended to reflect (a) revised fares 
proposals suggested to the Tribunal, and (b) wages increases in the Autumn of 1951. The resulting 
figure of net traffic receipts shown on Exhibit BTC. 1 12 in the 1952 Enquiry was £6-8m. in a hypothetical 
year described as “ X— A ” year. In a footnote to this Exhibit, it was pointed out that the estimates 
took no account of the probable future effect of the rising trend of prices. The charges authorised 
for London Transport services by the 1952 Scheme as confirmed by the Tribunal produced an estimated 
annual yield less by £2m. than the charges for those services proposed by the Commission so that the 
expected level of net traffic receipts of those services in “ X— A ” year was reduced from the £6-8m 
shown on BTC. 1 12 to £4-8m. The figure for “ Y ” year now shown on BTC. 401 is a deficit of £0- Im! 
It is this total worsening of £4- 9m. as between these two estimates which is analysed on BTC. 402. 

9. Item (I) on Exhibit BTC. 402 sets out certain major items of increased wage rates and price 
levels. Item (2) includes all other increases in wage rates and price levels not taken into account in 
the estimates made at the last Enquiry on Exhibits BTC. 106 and 1 12. The mileage changes underlying 
item (6) and the changes in traffics shown in item (8(b) ) are explained in paragraphs I to 12 of Statenient 
BTC. 5, 
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10. Exhibit BTC. 403 gives an indication of the financial position of the London Transport services 
in “Y ” year if the proposed charges are authorised. The Exhibit shov/s that total net receipts of 
£6-3m. would make a contribution to Central Charges of £5-5m. — as proposed on previous occasions — 
and leave a balance of only £0-8m. for contingencies or towards Reserves, or the liquidation of accurnu- 
lated deficits. Accumulated deficits on London Transport services to the end of 1952 (after making 
appropriate contributions to Central Charges) are about £9m. 



III. British Railways’ Passenger Services 

11. The Draft Scheme deals with the British Railways’ passenger services in two parts ; first, 
the services providing for journeys local to the London Area and second, the remainder of the railway 
passenger services. The expected level of receipts in “Y” year from these services is shown on 
BTC. 401. The total expenses incurred in providing these services are, however, not separately 
ascertainable because of the substantial proportion of the expenses of British Railways which are joint 
to the provision of passenger and freight services — e.g., the provision and maintenance of the track 
upon which the trains run. 

12. As explained in paragraph 14 of Statement BTC. 5, there are strong reasons for keeping the 
fares on the London Lines of British Railways on the same basis as those for corresponding journeys on 
London Transport services. Such broad estimates as it is possible to make of the expenses specifically 
incurred in providing these London Line services show that the resulting receipts will meet these 
specific expenses and provide a not unreasonable contribution towards joint costs, central charges and 
reserves or liquidation of deficits. 

13. It is explained in Statement BTC. 6 that the proposals now made for the fares on the Railway 
passenger services outside London represent the charges which can reasonably be asked at this time 
from the passengers using these services. Such broad estimates as can be made, show that the expected 
receipts from these services will meet the expenses specifically incurred in providing the services and 
will also make a small contribution towards the joint costs.

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SECTION I 



TRAFFIC TRENDS AND ESTIMATED FUTURE GROSS RECEIPTS AT 
PRESENT CHARGES AND SCALE OF LONDON AREA OPERATIONS 



I. Exhibit BTC. 501 gives a forecast (a) of the future traffic receipts at present charges in the 
London Area and (b) of the mileage to be worked to earn those receipts. The forecasts both of traffic 
receipts at present charges and of mileage for “ Y ” year are set out in Column 3 of the Exhibit, and 
the meaning of “ Y ” year is defined in the Explanatory Notes at the beginning of the bound volume 
of Exhibits. For reference the estimated traffic receipts and mileage for the year 1952 are set out in 
Column 2, but the 1952 figures of traffic receipts do not afford a straight comparison with the figures 
for “ Y ” year, because, as stated in the Note at the foot of the Exhibit, three different levels of charge 
applied in different parts of 1952, and the present charges operated only during the last 4 months 
of that year. 



Estimated passenger receipts “ Y ” year 

2. Passenger traffic in the London Area, though still at a level much above pre-war, had been 
gradually declining (subject to temporary fluctuations) from its post-war peak in 1948 until the summer 
of 1952, owing mainly to changing economic conditions ; to petrol derationing and the growth of 
private ’motoring ; and in October, 1950, and March, 1952, to changes in fare levels. Since the summer 
of 1952, however, the traffic as a whole has not exhibited any significant trend either upwards or down- 
wards, and in present circumstances the Commission see no adequate reason for predicting a material 
change in the general level of traffic from the level prevailing during September, October and November, 
1952, /.e., the three months following the last adjustments of London Area fares. The traffic receipts 
of Deceniber, 1952, are on the other hand of no assistance in making a forecast, because of the quite 
exceptionally bad weather including 4 days of fog, during which the receipts of the London Transport 
Executive alone fell below normal expectation by nearly £200,000. 



3. Before the Draft Scheme was lodged with the Tribunal the London Transport Executive had 
already made an estimate, for internal purposes, of their traffic receipts for 1 953 based on the assumption 
that basically traffic would continue on approximately the same level as had prevailed during the later 
part of 1952. A number of trial calculations all pointed to a figure in the neighbourhood of £67|- millions, 
if no new changes in the general level of traffic occurred. On the other hand there were several new 
factors of a minor character to take into account, some adverse and some favourable, in making an 
estimate for 1953, and in particular allowance had to be made for the expectation (a) that additional 
traffic receipts would accrue from the development and expansion of bus services mainly in the country 
area for serving new housing estates and the growing New Towns, and (b) that the Coronation would 
stimulate additional traffic. After allowing for these and other less important changes in prospect, 
but still assuming continuation of the general level of traffic at the level prevailing late m 1952, the 
London Transport Executive put their estimate for 1953 at just under £67-7 millions, and this is the 
figure that has been adopted in Exhibit BTC. 501 as the L.T.E. estimate for Y year. 



4. It may be said that the estimate for “ Y ” year should not be the same as for 1953, because it 
should not include the non-recurrent item of any additional traffic which the Coronation may create. 
Strictly speaking, that is so. It would, however, be difficult to adjust the 1953 estimate to eliminate 
the effect of the Coronation upon traffic, because it is almost impossible to quantify it ; and it is in any 
case unnecessary to do so, because the forecast of working expenses for 1953, which has also been 
adopted for “ Y ” year in other Exhibits, is also inflated by the inclusion of working expenses in respect 
of additional mileage which will have to be run during the Coronation period, much of it at abnormally 
high cost. Because of this additional expense the effect of the Coronation on the net traffic receipts of 
London Transport is likely to be unimportant in relation to the total figures for Y year. 



5. The foregoing paragraphs refer only to the “ Y ” year passenger traffic receipts of the London 
Transport Executive. The figure of estimated passenger receipts for the Railway Executive London 
Lines (£20,549,000) has, however, the same status ; that is to say, it represents the forecast of the 
Railway Executive for their London Area passenger receipts in 1953, on the same assumption that the 
general level of traffic prevailing towards the end of 1952 will continue unchanged. The figure is higher 
than the figure shown on the Exhibit for 1952, mainly because the present level of fares did not apply 
for the whole of that year. 
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6. The estimate for “Y” year may also be compared with the estimates for “X” year and 
“ X-A ” year submitted to the Transport Tribunal at the last hearing in 1951. (For difference between 
“X” year and “X-A” year, see paragraph 8 of Statement BTC. 4, and former Exhibit BTC. 112 
referred to therein). This comparison is in fact made, so far as London Transport services are concerned, 
in Exhibit BTC. 402 at Line 8(b), which shows that the level of passenger traffic assumed for “ Y ” year 
is higher than was expected when the “X ” year and “ X-A ” year estimates were framed, to an 
extent which represents an increase of £0-8 million in traffic receipts at present charges. The explana- 
tion of this figure of £0-8 million is as follows. The estimated “ X ” year traffic receipts of London 
Transport, at the level of fares in operation before the 1952 Scheme came into force, were shown as 
£58-5 million in Exhibit BTC. 201 at the last hearing. The estimated net yield of the proposed increases 
as shown in Exhibit BTC. 2I8A amounted to £1 1-5 million for London Transport services, but this 
yield was subsequently reduced by the Scheme as confirmed to £9-6 million, and further reduced by 
the reductions of fares made on 31st August, 1952, to £8-4 million. The estimated “ X ” year traffic 
receipts of London Transport, adjusted to include the estimated yield of increased charges at their 
present level, therefore amounted to £66-9 million (£58-5 + £8-4) and this figure is £0-8 million less 
than the “ Y ” year estimate of £67-7 million at the same level of charges now shown on Exhibit BTC. 
501. The implied higher level of traffic now assumed in “ Y ” year than in the “ X ” year estimates 
prepared nearly two years ago is mainly accounted for by a greater expansion of traffic on Country 
Buses and Coaches than was then foreseen. 



Estimated mileage in “ Y ” year 

7. The mileage figures for “ Y ” year shown in Exhibit BTC. 501 correspond — like the figures 
for passenger receipts — with the actual forecasts of the London Transport and Railway Executives for 
1953 prepared for internal purposes. 

8. The service car-miles on London Transport Railways in “ Y ” year are about 6 million less than 
in 1952. This is the result of a number of changes in the train services introduced in 1952, mainly 
towards the end of the year. In particular the operation during off-peak periods of shorter trains at 
closer intervals than previously, by the process known as “ uncoupling ”, is now the established practice 
on the four Tube Lines, and has resulted in an increase in train mileage but a net saving of car-mileage 
fully reflected in “ Y ” year but not in 1952. 

9. On London Transport Road Services the estimated car-mileage for “ Y ” year is only 375,000 
lower than in 1952, but this figure is the net result of reductions on some parts of the system and 
increases on others. 



10. On Railway Executive London Lines, the Exhibit shows an estimated reduction of one million 
steam train-miles and six million electric car-miles in “Y” year, compared with 1952. Both these 
reductions are due to adjustments in service to meet changing traffic demands. In the case of the 
steam train-miles, the reductions mainly relate to certain local services, and in the case of the electric 
car-miles to the reduction in the number of cars per train on certain services of the Southern Region 
outside the peak periods and to reduced services in certain instances, particularly on the London 
Midland and Southern Regions. 

11. The car-mileage estimated for “Y” year represents a substantial reduction below that 
estimated for “ X ” year for the purposes of the last hearing before the Tribunal, and this reduction 
lies behind the reduction in expenditure shown in Item 6 of Exhibit BTC. 402. The reduction in mileage 
between the two estimates amounts to 11-6 million car-miles on the Road Services and 5-3 million 
car-miles on the Railways of London Transport. For the purpose of the “ X ” year estimates, made 
two years ago, the level of mileage then current was made subject to three important adjustments ; 
first, the completion of the replacement of trams by buses was assumed ; secondly, addition mileage 
arising from known proposals for augmentation and development of services was included ; thirdly, 
the completion of the programme for uncoupling trains outside the peak period so as to give a more 
frequent service, but with shorter trains, was assumed. 



12. The main reasons for the reduction in car-mileage in “ Y ” year compared with “ X ” year 
are two-fold. In the first place, it was found that the replacement of trams, now completed, could be 
carried out with fewer buses than was at first thought. This was brought about by the more efficient 
integration of the bus services in the area formerly served by the trams, and resulted in a saving, compared 
with the original estimates, of 4 million car-miles. In the second place, certain deliberate economies 
have been made since the last hearing by way of adjustments to services outside the peak periods, 
so as to accord with a falling off in traffic at those times. Those adjustments have resulted in a reduction 
of some 8|^ million car-miles on the Road Services and rather over 7 million car-miles on the Railways. 
The reductions arising from these two causes amount together to a little more than the reductions 
between the X year and the “ Y ” year estimates, but the difference is accounted for by variations, 
compared with the estimates made two years ago, in the mileage attributable to augmentation and 
development, resulting in some net increase of mileage under these headings. 
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SECTION II 



OBJECTS AND GENERAL PRINCIPLES OF PART III OF THE 

DRAFT SCHEME 



Preserving assimilation of London Area charges 

1 3. The primary object of Part III of the present Draft Scheme is to increase the revenue derived 
from London Transport traffic by about £5 million in a full year (which is a minimum requirement lor 
reasons explained in Statement BTC. 4) and to obtain corresponding increases from passenger traffic 
on the London Lines of British Railways. To achieve this the Draft Scheme provides for raising the 
average level of charge for London Area passenger traffic by less than one-tenth. It seeks to do this 
by distributing the additional charges as evenly and fairly as possible over all categories of passengers. 

It does not involve any major alteration in the pattern and relativity of charges first authorised by the 
London Area Passenger Charges Scheme which came into force on 1st October, 1950, and substantially 
preserved by the British Transport Commission (Passenger) Charges Scheme, 1952, which came into 
force, so far as the London Area is concerned, on 2nd March, 1952. 

14 In particular, the Draft Scheme has been so framed as to preserve the principle of assimilation 
of the standard scales of charges on all forms of transport in the London Area, whether operated by the 
London Transport Executive or by the Railway Executive. Common scales of charges applicable on all 
forms of transport were established, as far as practicable, by the 1950 scheme. By this means (involving 
extensive reductions of charge as well as increases) much closer equality of charges for cornparable 
journeys in all parts of the Area and on all forms of transport was obtained than had prevailed before 
October, 1950. Not only has this resulted in more equitable treatment as between different groups 
of passengers and removed a large number of inequalities which were previously the subject of wide- 
spread public criticism and complaint, but it has also secured closer equality of charges between common 
points by alternative routes and has thus enabled many passengers to travel by the services most 
convenient for their purpose, which previously they had been deterred from doing by differences of 
charge. The progress thus made towards assimilation in 1950 was retained by the 1952 Scheme, and 
in framing the present proposals the Commission have taken care to ensure that the advantages Oi 
assimilation of London Area charges already secured shall be retained. 

Substandard Charges 

15. While common standard scales of charges on different forms of transport in the London Area 
have been and remain the necessary basis for a satisfactory and equitable system of charges in the Area, 
there still remains a substantial number of individual charges which are below the standard, sometimes 
by large amounts. In the long run passengers fortuitously enjoying these substandard charges are being 
inequitably subsidised by other traffic. In applying their powers under the 1950 Scheme the Commission 
were able to reduce the number of such substandard charges or to reduce the amount by which they 
were substandard. In applying their powers under the 1952 Scheme within the London Area the 
Commission were able to take a further step towards the elimination of substandard charges, many of 
which were increased on 2nd March, 1952, by larger amounts than standard charges, so as to bring 
them up to, or nearer to, the standard. The additional increases, over and above the normal increases 
introduced ’on 2nd March, 1952, were, however, withdrawn on 31st August, I952, for the reasons 
referred to in paragraph 4 (2) of the Application. In these circumstances, if the present Draft Scheme 
is confirmed, it is the intention of the Commission when applying their powers under the Scheme to 
increase all charges in categories to which the Schedules apply as if they were standard charges, and 
not to increase substandard charges by larger amounts on this occasion ; and the estimates of annual 
increases in revenue which the Scheme would produce, dealt with in Section IV of this Statement, 
have been compiled on that basis. 

Existing pattern of London Area charges 

1 6. The existing pattern of passenger charges in the London Area may be briefly described in 
simplified form as composed of three main elements as follows : 

(a) For the generality of single and return journeys, there are ordinary fares which represent as 
nearly as may be a charge of I -50d. per mile, with odd halfpennies rounded up and therefore 
with a minimum fare of 2d. for one mile, subject to (i) higher minima on Coaches, and (ii) the 
restriction of this basis of charge on Railway Executive London Lines (except the London 
Tilbury and Southend Line) to day return fares, available only for return journeys completed 
on one day. 

(b) For return journeys of which the forward half is completed before approximately 8.0 a.m., 
there are early morning fares at lower fares than those referred to in (a), the rate per mile 
gradually diminishing from I • 33d. at 3 miles to as low a rate as • 44d. at 60 miles. 

(c) For regular travel on railways, there are season ticket rates which generally represent rates 
per mile intermediate between those referred to in (a) and in (b). 

The restriction of fares at l'50d. per mile to day return fares on Railway Executive London Lines 
(referred to in (a) (ii) above) means that passengers on those lines making return journeys not com- 
pleted the same day, or single journeys, have to pay Railway Executive ordinary fares, for which the 
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standard basis throughout the country is at present l-ySd. per mile. These fares at l-yBd. per mile 
on Railway Executive London Lines cannot be altered to conform with the London Transport basis, 
without undermining the Railway Executive scale for ordinary fares applicable between the London 
Area and points beyond, and through the country generally ; but within the London Area the passengers 
to whom the I '75d. per mile basis applies represent only I I per cent, of the total traffic local to the 
R.ailway Executive London Lines and I per cent, of the total London Area traffic. For all other travel 
in the London Area common standards of charge as between users of London Transport and Railway 
Executive Services have been established. 

Area to which the Draft Scheme applies 

17. Part III of the Draft Scheme applies to the same Area and to the same services as the 1950 
Scheme and Part lil of the 1952 Scheme, except that by a delegation of functions made by the Commission 
under the Transport Act, 1947, certain bus routes in and around the town of Grays, in Essex, although 
outside this Area, have been operated by the London Transport Executive since September, 1951, and 
are now accordingly included within the scope of the present Draft Scheme. This Area constitutes 
a convenient and logical unit, because within it the Commission directly control practically the whole 
of the road passenger services as well, as the railways, and within it the Commission were therefore 
able to frame the 1950 Scheme as an effective instrument for the co-ordination of charges and the 
integration of transport. 



SECTION III 

STRUCTURE OF PROPOSED SCALES 



Distribution of London Area traffic by categories of fare and forms of transport 

18. In order to provide a convenient picture of the volume and value of London Area traffic 
travelling at different kinds of fares, and for other purposes. Exhibit BTC. 502 has been prepared 
analysing on Sheet I the total passenger receipts contributed and on Sheet 2 the passenger journeys 
travelled in a year by traffic covered by Part III of the Draft Scheme. The analysis shows, also, the 
percentage of the receipts and journeys attributable to each category of fare, separately for the five 
main groups of transport and in total. The year’s traffic taken for this purpose is the estimated traffic 
for “ Y ” year as shown in terms of traffic receipts at present charges on Exhibit BTC. 501. 

19. Reference is made in the notes at the foot of Exhibit BTC. 502 to the estimated receipts and 
numbers of journeys represented by the backward journeys made at ordinary fares by purchasers of 
early morning single tickets on London Transport Road Services (excluding Coaches). These receipts 
and journeys have been included in every case under the “ early morning ” category of charge, in order 
to make the figures for early morning road traffic comparable with those for the early morning rail 
traffic which travels only at return fares. For this purpose it has been necessary to allocate the traffic 
at the 3d. early morning single fare over the distances from 2 to 10 miles on the basis of a sample test, 
as the actual distances travelled at that fare are not ascertainable from the available statistics of tickets 
issued. 

Primary importance of London Transport ordinary fares in the fares structure 

20. It will be seen from Exhibit BTC. 502 (Sheet I) that over 80 per cent, of the passenger receipts 
of the London Transport Executive are derived from ordinary fares, and nearly 28 per cent, of the 
passenger receipts of the Railway Executive London Lines from the corresponding Railway Executive 
day return fares. The scale of London Transport ordinary fares is, therefore, of predominant importance 
in determining the total traffic receipts and must receive first consideration in framing any Charges 
Scheme for London. It is also the base of the fares structure to which all other categories of fares 
must be appropriately related. 

Distribution of London Transport ordinary traffic by fare values 

21. In order to determine the means by which the London Transport ordinary fare scale can 
best be amended so as to produce an increase in receipts of any particular order, it is necessary to know 
the proportion of the total traffic travelling at each fare value in the present scale, and the proportion 
of the total receipts derived from each fare value. Exhibit BTC, 503 has accordingly been prepared 
to show the estimated passenger receipts and journeys at ordinary fares for “ Y ” year attributed to 
separate fare values in accordance with the actual distribution prevailing in October, 1952. The pattern 
is generally similar to the pattern which prevailed before the 1952 Scheme came into force, as shown 
on Exhibit BTC. 206 submitted to the Tribunal when that Scheme was being considered, but there 
are many differences in detail mainly due to adjustments in the length of journeys travelled and, as 
expected, to losses of traffic at the fares most affected, following the introduction of the increased 
charges authorised by the 1952 Scheme. 
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Proposed new London Transport Ordinary Scale 

22. Exhibit BTC. 504 has been prepared to show the existing and proposed London Transport 
ordinary single fare scales, the difference between them, and the rate per mile represented by the 
proposed new scale for each distance up to 50 miles, it can be quickly seen from Column 4 that the 
proposed scale involves a simple increase of id. in the fares for all distances, except that the existing 
2d. and 5d. fares for I and 3 miles are not increased at all, and the existing 3d. and 8d. fares for 2 and 
5 miles are only increased by |d. At first sight the irregular treatment of the short-distance fares 
for the first 5 miles appears to be almost haphazard, but it is easily explained. So large a proportion 
of London Transport revenue is derived from these short-distance fares that it would only be necessary 
to increase them all at the same time if the additional revenue required was much larger than is aimed 
at by this Scheme. Even in the fares revision introduced in March of last year, under the 1952 Scheme, 
which aimed at a considerably larger increase in revenue than this one, the 3d. fare for 2 miles escaped 
increase altogether ; so that it is equitable that it should be increased this time. On the other hand 
in the 1952 revision the fares for I and 3 miles bore the heaviest proportionate increases in being raised 
respectively to 2d. and 5d. ; so that again it is equitable that they should be left unaltered under the 
present proposals. 

23. Apart from the fact that it is equitably the turn of the 3d. fare for 2 miles to bear some increase, 
it is in fact technically impracticable to increase any of the fares for longer distances unless the 3d. 
fare is increased, because they would then exceed the cost of the journey if paid for in two parts. For 
example, it is impracticable to charge more than the present fare of 6d. for a 4-mile journey while the 
2-mile fare remains at 3d. ; or to charge more than 8d. for the 5-mile fare while the 2- and 3-mile fares 
remain at 3d. and 5d. ; or to charge more than 9d. for the 6-mile fare while the 2- and 4-mile fares 
remain at 3d. and 6d. An increase in the 3d. fare is therefore crucial. 

24. The 3d. fare could manifestly be increased only by |d. or Id. Odd halfpennies in fares are 
undesirable, because they involve more change-giving, add to the time the bus condictor has to spend 
on fare-collection and reduce the time he can spend on the platform assisting passengers and preventing 
delays to the buses at stops. They are also a nuisance to the public by diminishing the convenience of 
passenger-operated ticket machines installed to save passengers’ time at London Transport stations. 
Nevertheless, these disadvantages of a 3|d. fare, as proposed, must be preferred to a 4d. fare for 2 miles, 
unless that were essential in order to obtain the minimum additional revenue at present required, 
which fortunately it is not. By increasing the 3d. fare to 3|d. the estimated yield from this change 
alone is just over £lf million, or more than a quarter of the minimum additional revenue required from 
the London Area as a whole. 

25. Having decided for these reasons to propose a 3^d. fare for 2 miles the Commission framed 
the remainder of the proposed scale primarily in the light of the additional revenue requirements, 
taking into account the yield which would also accrue from appropriately related increases of early 
morning fares and season ticket rates. The 5d. fare for 3 miles is left unaltered, because in any case it 
could only be raised to 5|d. and it is already relatively high having taken a 25 per cent, increase from 
4d. in the 1952 revision. The 6d. fare for 4 miles is increased to 7d. in step with the increase of the 
3d. fare. The 8d. fare for 5 miles is unavoidably increased to 8|d. and not to 9d., because it cannot 
exceed the sum of the 2- and 3-mile fares (3|d. + 5d.). The remaining fares for longer distances are 
consistently increased by Id., not in pursuance of any preconceived principle or theory that such a 
flat increase produces a rate of taper in the scale which is intrinsically “ correct ”, but because it is all 
that is required at this time to produce the minimum additional revenue aimed at. If a larger additional 
revenue had been required it might have been necessary to raise the longer-distance fares by propor- 
tionate instead of fiat increases. The whole proposed scale up to 50 miles is expressed in terms of the 
rate per mile at each distance in Column 5 of Exhibit BTC. 504, and it will be seen that it tapers gradually 
from 2d. per mile at the minimum fare to fractionally more than IJd. per mile at 50 miles. It will also 
be noted that the irregular increases of the first five fares for the short distances result in a falling 
rate per mile as smoothly graded as the coinage permits : and with regard to the fares for longer 
distances, even if the view be taken that the taper is excessive compared with an ideal scale, it can 
nevertheless be claimed that the flat increase of Id. has the merit of simplicity and of placing at this 
juncture the minimum additional increase upon the passengers making longer journeys, to whom 
generally speaking expenditure on travel is a more serious item. 

Day return fares on R.E. London Lines 

26. It was not thought necessary to complicate Exhibit BTC. 504 by reproducing the existing 
or proposed scale of day return fares on R.E. London Lines (other than the L.T. & S. Line to which 
L.T.E. fare scales apply), because they represent at every distance exactly twice the existing and 
proposed ordinary scales for single journeys on London Transport Railways, thus preserving equality 
of charge for day return journeys on both systems. 

Proposals relating to early morning fares 

27. The estimated volume and value of the ‘‘ Y ” year traffic in the London Area at early morning 
fares is shown on Exhibit BTC. 502. The distribution of this traffic on London Transport services by 
fare values is shown on Exhibit BTC. 505 in accordance with the actual distribution prevailing in 
October, 1952. No corresponding analysis by individual fare values is available for the Railway Executive 
London Lines. 
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28. Exhibit BTC. 506 shows the existing and proposed early morning fare scales applicable to 
all London Area travel at early morning fares, but in fact the whole of the columns on this Exhibit 
relating to rail fares, both existing and proposed, are also applicable to Railway Executive travel other- 
wise than upon the London Lines, covered by Part IV of the Draft Scheme. Accordingly no separate 
Exhibit relating to early morning fares has been prepared or is required in connection with Statement 
BTC. 6 dealing with charges for journeys outside the London Area. 

29. It will be seen that no change is proposed in the system first introduced by the 1950 Scheme 
and preserved in the 1952 Scheme, whereby early morning fares on road services take the form of a 
cheap single fare available for distances up to 10 miles, so fixed that the sum of this cheap single fare paid 
on the forward journey in the morning and of an ordinary single fare paid on the backward journey 
later in the day equate as nearly as possible the early morning return fare for the same distance by rail. 
The reasons for adopting this system were fully explained to the Tribunal at the hearings in connection 
with the 1950 and 1952 Schemes, and are not therefore repeated. They still hold good. The existing 
scales provide for exact equality in the cost of the journeys by rail and by road up to 10 miles. The 
proposed scales involve a difference of ^d., in favour of rail, at 5 miles, because the sum of the early 
morning single fare and the ordinary single fare payable on road services for that distance amounts 
to Is. 0|d. (4d. + 8|d.) and it was thought preferable to drop the odd halfpenny in the rail fare in order 
to retain the more convenient denomination of Is. Od. 

30. The increase of early morning return fares proposed in the Draft Scheme, shown in Column 12 
of Exhibit BTC. 506, is simply a reflection of the proposed increases of the ordinary single fare and of a 
Id. increase on the early morning single fares for distances above 2 miles. Just as ordinary fares are 
generally increased by Id. single and 2d. return (except at 1 and 3 miles where there is no increase, 
and at 2 and 5 miles where those increases are halved), so the early morning fares are generally increased 
by Id. single and 2d. return (except at I mile where there is no increase, and at 2, 3 and 5 miles where 
those increases are halved). This is the smallest possible increase of early morning fares that could be 
devised, without introducing denominations involving odd halfpennies throughout the scale. It is 
also the smallest possible increase of early morning fares that could be defended, in combination with 
the proposed increases of the ordinary fares, since any smaller increase would widen the gap between 
them and the ordinary fares, it remains the view of the Commission, as expressed in connection with 
the two previous Schemes, that there is no adequate and permanent justification for early morning 
fares at a lower level than the standard fares for corresponding journeys made at other hours, and the 
Commission could not therefore justify any increase in this concession to the early morning traveller 
at the expense of other passengers. The rate per mile at each distance represented by the proposed 
scale of early morning return fares is shown in Column 13 of Exhibit BTC. 506. The steep taper from 
a rate of l|d. per mile at 3 miles to under |d. per mile at 60 miles is not justified in principle, but is 
a reflection of a steeply tapered scale of workmen’s fares long established on the Main Line Railways. 
The proposal to increase these fares by a flat amount of 2d. does nothing to correct this taper, and 
indeed accentuates it marginally ; but it is in keeping with the flat increase proposed for London 
Transport ordinary fares. 

31. The Draft Scheme contains no proposals for varying the definition of early morning fares 
set out in the 1952 Scheme or the conditions relating to their issue. 

Proposals relating to season ticket rates 

32. The estimated volume and value of the “ Y ” year season ticket traffic in the London Area 
is shown on Exhibit BTC. 502. The numbers of journeys made by season ticket holders are not known 
but the estimated passenger journeys are based on the assumption, long used for Ministry 
of Transport statistics, that season ticket holders on the average make 600 journeys per annum, although 
in the London Area the average is certainly larger than that. All three periods for which season 
tickets are sold — three-monthly, monthly and weekly — are important. Of the total season ticket 
travel at full rates on London Transport Executive Railways 48 per cent, is on three-monthly tickets, 
29 per cent, on monthly tickets and 23 per cent, on weekly tickets. Corresponding figures have not 
been extracted for the whole of the Railway Executive London Lines but would conform to much 
the same sort of pattern. 

33. The existing and proposed scales of monthly, three-monthly and weekly season tickets are 
set out in Exhibit BTC. 507. They are shown in that order because the monthly scale is treated as 
the basis, and the other two are derived from it in accordance with the formula set out at the foot of 
the Exhibit. The proposed increases of the monthly season ticket rates have been designed to preserve 
approximately the same percentage difference between the proposed rates and the proposed ordinary 
fares as there is to-day between the existing rates and the existing ordinary fares, without disturbing 
the smooth progression of the scale, which rises by even steps of 3s. Od. for each additional mile from 
2 miles to 15 miles, then by steps of 2s. 6d. to 20 miles, and then by steps of Is. 9d. up to 100 miles, 
after which the steps again diminish. No increase is proposed in the rate for 1 mile (at which there is 
very little season ticket traffic), because there is no proposal to increase the ordinary fare for that 
distance. For 2 miles and over a uniform increase of 2s. Od. is proposed for all distances. Exhibit 
BTC. 508 shows the relationship of the existing and proposed season ticket scales to the existing and 
proposed scales for London Transport ordinary fares (and Railway Executive day return fares). It will 
be seen by comparing Columns 12 to 15 with Columns 5 to 8 on this Exhibit that the proposals sub- 
stantially preserve the existing discounts or savings afforded by the season ticket scales compared 
with the cost of travel at separate fares. 
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34. The existing formula for calculating the three-monthly and weekly season ticket scales from 
the monthly scale is not altered. The resultant new three-monthly and weekly scales proposed are 
shown on Exhibit BTC. 507. It will be seen that the three-monthly rates are increased by either 5s. 3d. 
or 5s. 6d. and the weekly rates by either 6d. or 9d., according to the incidence of the rule that fractions 
of 3d. are reckoned as 3d. in calculating those rates. Approximately 50 per cent, of the three-monthly 
rates and over 80 per cent, of the weekly rates go up by the lower figures — 5s. 3d. and 6d. 

35. The provisions with regard to first class season ticket rates (paragraph 14(b) of the Draft 
Scheme) and to season ticket rates for juveniles (paragraph 25 of the Draft Scheme) do not involve any 
departure from existing practice. 

Proposals relating to charges on Green Line Coaches 

36. The existing scale for ordinary single fares on Green Line coach services is the same as the 
scale for ordinary single fares on London Transport Railways, Buses and Trolleybuses except that a 
minimum fare of is. 6d. is permitted under the 1952 Scheme. A high minimum fare is required to 
ensure that the longer-distance travellers, for whom the Coaches are mainly provided, are not excluded 
by short-distance riders for whom adequate alternative services exist. In practice the minimum fares 
normally applied are 9d. outside the built-up area of London and Is. Od. inside, corresponding to distances 
of 6 and 8 miles. 

37. The estimated volume and value of the “ Y ” year Coach traffic is shown on Exhibit BTC. 502. 
The existing and proposed scales of Coach single fares and weekly Coach ticket rates (and, for comparison, 
weekly rail season ticket rates) are shown on Exhibit BTC. 509. It will be seen that the Draft Scheme 
proposes an increase of the Coach fares by Id. throughout, exactly in step with the proposed increases 
of ordinary single fares on other London Transport services, subject to the minima referred to above, 
which it is proposed to increase to lOd. outside the built-up area and Is. id. inside. 

38. In addition to the ordinary fares, weekly (six-return-journey) tickets are issued on Coaches 
at rates equivalent to nine times the ordinary single fare, subject to a minimum rate of I3s. 6d., corre- 
sponding to a distance of 12 miles. It is the intention that weekly Coach tickets shall continue to be 
sold at rates having the same relationship to the ordinary single fares as at present. Columns 4 and 5 
of Exhibit BTC. 509 set out the existing and proposed weekly Coach ticket rates on this basis, and 
Columns 6 and 7 give, for comparative purposes, the existing and proposed weekly rail season ticket 
rates for the corresponding distances. It is deliberate and appropriate that the price of the Coach 
weekly tickets should be higher than the corresponding weekly season tickets on railways, having 
regard to the much more limited capacity of the Coach services and the fact that they offer many passen- 
gers a more convenient service by reason of the stops they make at intermediate points between the 
stations on any parallel railways. 



SECTION IV 

ESTIMATED EFFECT QF THE PROPOSALS ON GROSS TRAFFIC 

RECEIPTS 

39. Exhibit BTC. 510 sets out in some detail for the London Area the estimated annual revenue 
for “ Y ” year at existing charges and estimated annual increases in revenue from proposed alterations 
in charges. The front sheet of the Exhibit is a summary showing that the total estimated increases in 
revenue amount to £6,103,294. The figures in the even-numbered columns, showing “Y” year 
revenue at existing charges, are derived from Exhibit BTC. 502 (Sheet I). The figures in the odd- 
numbered columns 3 to II, showing increased revenue estimated to result from the proposals, are 
explained in n>ore detail in the several Appendices to the Exhibit. 

40. Exhibit BTC. 510, Appendix A. In this Appendix the ordinary fares are dealt with 
separately for (o) Railway Executive London Lines excluding the London Tilbury and Southend Line, 
and (fa) the L.T. and S. Line by itself, because on the former the existing charges are on the basis of 
1 -75d. per mile and are not to be altered, while on the latter the existing charges are on the same basis 
as the ordinary fares on London Transport services (l-50d. per mile with halfpennies rounded up) 
and are to be increased by the Draft Scheme. 

41 . The gross yield from the proposed increases of ordinary fares on the L.T. and S. Line, estimated 
at £70,000, represents an average increase of almost fd. per single passenger journey, which is thought 
to make adequate allowance for the traffic at fares which will be increased only by -|d. or not at all, 
having regard to the relatively small proportions of the traffic travelling very short distances on this 
particular Line. The discounted yield of £60,000 implies a loss of traffic of approximately three-quarters 
of one per cent., and is thought to be broadly consistent with the discounts applied in other cases (e.g., 
London Transport Railways, as shown on Appendix B of the Exhibit) in view of the distances travelled. 
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42. The gross yield from the proposed increases of day return fares shown as £413,000 in Item 2 
of the Appendix assumes an increase of just under 2d. per return journey, to allow for the quite small 
proportion of this traffic estimated to be travelling the particular distances (I, 2, 3 and 5 miles) at which 
these fares will only be increased by Id. return or left unaltered. (If a full 2d. per return journey had 
been assumed, the gross yield would have worked out at £428,000). The discounted yield of £375,000 
implies a loss of traffic of approximately three-fifths of one per cent., and is again thought to be broadly 
consistent with the discounts applied in other cases, having regard to the relatively long distances 
travelled at day return fares. 

43. Exhibit BTC. 510, Appendix B. The figures in Column 3 in respect of ordinary fares are 
the same as those in Exhibit BTC. 503, Column 2. The discounts allowed for loss of traffic are necessarily 
arbitrary. As stated in Column 6, a loss of I per cent, of passengers has been assumed at each fare value 
affected by the proposals for purposes of these calculations, but this must not be taken to imply that the 
Commission expect exactly the same rate of loss at every distance. The probability is that the loss of 
traffic will be smaller at the longer distances than at the shorter distances, where the increases are equal 
— e.g., a Id. increase on the Is. Od. fare is likely to have less effect on the volume of traffic than a Id. 
increase on the 6d. fare. Thus if the overall discount allowed is correct, the discounted yields shown in 
Column 5 may be rather too high at the shorter distances and too low at the longer distances. This 
explains why a loss of less than I per cent, of passenger journeys has been assumed in the case of L.T. 
and S. Line ordinary fares and Railway Executive day return fares (see paragraphs 41 and 42 above). 

44. Exhibit BTC. 510, Appendix C. The figures in Columns 3 and 6 in respect of ordinary 
single fares are respectively the same as those in Exhibit BTC. 503, Columns 4 and 6. The discounts 
allowed for loss of traffic consequent upon the increased fares are again necessarily arbitrary. Although 
they are differently expressed, their overall effect on the total discounted yields would have been 
almost the same if a I per cent, loss of traffic had been assumed at each fare affected as on London 
Transport Railways in Appendix B. On the Road Services, however, unlike Railways, the opportunity 
arises for some passengers to avoid the increased charge by slightly shortening their rides, so as to fall 
within the limit of availability of the next lower fare in the scale. Accordingly the discounts allowed 
in Appendix C have been expressed in this form, which is on balance more realistic than assuming 
an outright loss of traffic. 

45. Exhibit BTC. 510, Appendix D. In this Appendix, dealing with all Coach charges, the 
figures in Items I, 2 and 4 of Column 2 are the same as those in Exhibit BTC. 502, Sheet I, Column 8. 
Having regard to the popularity of the Coach services on which traffic has been growing, it is not thought 
that the small increases of fares proposed will cause any measurable loss of traffic, and accordingly no 
loss of passengers as a result of the increases has been assumed. 

46. Exhibit BTC. 510, Appendices E, F and G. These three Appendices dealing with early 
morning travel, respectively on Railway Executive London Lines, on London Transport Railways, and 
on London Transport Road Services excluding Coaches, can conveniently be dealt with together. The 
figure in Appendix E, Column I, is the same as the figure for the “ Y ” year value of Railway Executive 
early morning traffic in Exhibit BTC. 502 (Sheet I) in Column 12, and the figures in Appendix F, 
Column 3, and in Appendix G, Column 4, are the same as those in Exhibit BTC. 505, Columns 2, 4 and 6. 

47. With regard to the discounted yields it will be seen that in Appendices F and G an arbitrary 
loss of I per cent, of passengers has been assumed at each fare value, but as in the case of the discounts 
on Appendix B (see paragraph 43) this must not be taken to imply that the Commission expect exactly 
the same rate of loss at every distance. Again the probability is that the loss will be smaller than the 
average at the longer distances and larger at the shorter distances, especially under 5 miles, where there 
is a greater risk that passengers may transfer to private transport (e.g., bicycles) or shorten their rides. 
Accordingly in Appendix E relating to the Railway Executive London Lines, on which more of the 
traffic travels longer distances, only a nominal discount has been applied. 

48. Exhibit BTC. 510, Appendix H. In this Appendix, dealing with season ticket traffic, the 
figures in Column I are taken from Exhibit BTC. 502, Sheet I, item 4, Columns 12 and 2. Statistics 
are not available of the number of season tickets issued at different values or for different distances, 
but in the light of general knowledge as to the range of distances for which most of the season tickets 
are sold it is estimated that the average increase of the rateswill workout at about 4| per cent, on London 
Transport Railways and a little over 4 per cent, on Railway Executive London Lines ; and the gross 
yields in Column 2 of the Appendix have been arrived at on that basis. It is not expected that any 
material loss of season ticket traffic will result from these increases, except to a limited extent in the 
case of tickets for the shorter distances mainly on London Transport Railways. To allow for this risk a 
I per cent, overall loss has been assumed on the latter, but only a nominal loss on Railway Executive 
London Lines, in calculating the discounted yields in Column 3. 

49. Miscellaneous Charges. Item 4 of Exhibit BTC. 510 shows an estimated revenue for 
“ Y ” year of £1,561,402 from miscellaneous charges. These charges represent, in the main. Forces 
travel, both on the Railway Executive London Lines and on London Transport Railways, and also, in the 
case of London Transport, private hire and certain educational facilities. The miscellaneous charges 
will not, for the most part, be directly affected by the proposals in the present draft scheme, although 
some small increase of revenue will accrue in the case of certain of the educational facilities, the charges 
for which are related to ordinary fares. Any additional revenue from the miscellaneous charges will 
be comparatively small and will not affect the order of magnitude of the total yield. For these reasons, 
no yield has been shown against Item 4 on the Exhibit.

EXPLANATORY OF EXHIBITS BTC. 601, et seq. 

1. £ar/y Morning Return Fares and Season Ticket Rates. Under Part IV of the Draft Scheme, it is 
proposed to increase the present Early Morning Return fare scale by one penny at 2, 3 and 5 miles, and 
by two-pence at 4 miles, at 6 miles and at each mileage step thereafter ; and the present third class 
monthly Season Ticket rates for all distances, except that for one mile, by a flat amount of two shillings, 
with appropriate increases for other periods and for first class travel. These are the same as those 
proposed within the London Area and are fully explained in Statement BTC. 5. 

These increases are estimated to yield £-3m. from Early Morning Return travel and £-2m. from 
Season Ticket travel outside the London Area (Exhibit BTC. 602). 

The present Early Morning Return and Season Ticket scales remain identical both inside and outside 
the London Area. This feature was explained at the Public Enquiry into the 1952 Scheme. There is 
still no justification for different scales inside and outside London and, with the need for additional 
receipts from passenger traffic outside London, no reason exists to disturb this parity by imposing 
differential increases. 

2. Ordinary Fares. Section I of Part IV seeks authority for a maximum fare of 2d. per mile (third 
class). This is the maximum Ordinary fare authorised by the Tribunal, in their Order of February 
27th, 1952, to operate from January 1st, 1953. 

The present level of Ordinary fares — both single and return — is Ifd. per mile. It is not intended 
at present to increase Ordinary fares above this level. One of the results of the difficult trading conditions 
experienced with especial severity in the Spring and early Summer of last year has been some con- 
traction in the volume and distance of travel by the general public (see the note to BTC. 601). 

The factors which have led to this contraction of travel appear likely to continue to operate. Any 
increase in the levelof Ordinary fare to 2d. per mile would, in these circumstances, cause a substantial 
further contraction of business ; with the result that passenger receipts would be reduced, not increased, 
after allowance had been made for losses of traffic. 

Nevertheless, there is still a need for the difference between the Ifd. per mile actual and 2d. 
per mile maximum. Not only is there inevitable uncertainty about economic conditions in 1953, but 
also the effect of the far-reaching changes which were made in the Main Line fares structure in 1952 
is being only gradually felt, and it will be some months before the final effects are apparent. 

With these two major uncertainties, combined with the higher costs, the level of the Ordinary 
fares will be kept under close scrutiny : and it is more than ever necessary that there should be some 
“ headroom ” over the existing level of Ordinary fares to allow an increase to be made quickly should 
circumstances justify it. 

3. BTC. 601 shows the present trend of passenger journeys and receipts outside the London 
Area, projected to “ Y ” year on the assumption that no change is made in the level of fares. 

4. The 1952 estimated figures reflect the changes which the Commission undertook to make in 
consequence of the Resolution of the House of Commons dated 28th April, 1952. These changes 
involved a limitation of the extent by which sub-standard and concessional fares and season ticket rates 
should be increased ; and were estimated to reduce the total yield by an amount of rather less than 
£700,000 per annum, mainly through their impact on Early Morning fares and Season Ticket rates. 

5. BTC. 602 shows the estimated Railway Executive gross receipts for “ Y ” year at the existing 
level of charges, and then gives the estimates of the yield from the proposed increases in Early Morning 
Return fares and Season Ticket rates. 

6. The estimates of yield are based on the assumption that no sub-standard fare or Season Ticket 
rate takes any increase greater than that which will be applied to a standard fare or Season Ticket rate 
of the same amount. This treatment of sub-standard fares and rates is in accordance with the Resolution 
of the House of Commons of 28th April, and the Commission do not propose at this point in time to 
revert to their original proposals in this matter. 
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EXPLANATORY NOTES. 



1. These Exhibits are based on facts known and statistics available up to 
31st December, 1952. It may be necessary to seek the leave of the Transport Tribunal 
to amend the Exhibits before or at the Hearing of the Application to bring them up 
to date. 

2. These Exhibits have been prepared on the basis of charges for the earriage of 
goods existing on 1st January, 1953, beeause a Draft Charges Scheme relating to the 
carriage of goods has yet to be lodged with the Transport Tribunal. 

3. “ Y ” year is a period of 12 months beginning about mid-1953, and in the 
estimates for that period : — 

(a) subject to (b) and (e) hereof, all probable effects of facts known up to the end 

of December, 1952, are taken into account ; 

(b) there is no allowance for any changes which may be made after December, 

1952, in wage rates or in the prices to be paid for fuel, maintenance materials 

and other supplies and services ; 

(c) there is no aUowance for any financial effect on the Commission following the 

passmg into law of the Transport Bin now before Parliament. 

4. In the Exhibits, statistics relating to “ London Lines ” are in respect of passengers 
travelling upon journeys which are wholly upon and do not extend beyond the London 
Lines, as defined in paragraph 2 (2) of the Draft Scheme.

1. The Exhibits in tni? book are based on facts known and Statistics 
available up to 31st December, 1952. It may be necessary to seek the leave 
of the Transport Tribunal to amend the Exhibits before or at the Hearing of 
the Application to bring them up to date. 

2. These Exhibits have been prepared on the basis of charges for the 
carriage of goods existing on 1st January, 1953, because a Draft Charges Scheme 
relating to the carriage of goods has yet to be lodged with the Transport 
Tribunal. 

3. “Y” year is a period of 12 months beginning about mid-1953, and 
in the estimates for that period : — 

(o) subject to (b) and (c) hereof, all probable effects of facts known 
up to the end of December, 1952, are taken into account ; 

(b) there is no allowance for any changes which may be made after 
December, 1952, in wage rates or in the prices to be paid for 
fuel, maintenance materials and other supplies and services ; 

(c) there is no allowance for any financial effect on the Commission 
following the passing into law of the Transport Bill now before 
Parliament. 

4. In the Exhibits, statistics relating to : — 

(a) “London Lines” are in respect of passengers travelling upon 
journeys which are wholly upon and do not extend beyond the 
London Lines, as defined in paragraph 2(2) of the Draft Scheme ; 

(b) “ London Tilbury and Southend Lines ” are in respect of passengers 
travelling upon journeys which are wholly upon and do not 
extend beyond the London Lines, insofar as such passengers are 
carried by the Railway Executive upon the London Tilbury and 
Southend Lines, as defined in paragraph 2(2) of the Draft Scheme.
